Licensing News 


Confusion continues to arise regarding the position of the M3 Foundation Licenses 
introduced in the UK during 2001. As holders of Foundation licenses, M3's do not 
have the same privileges granted to holders of the more traditional licenses. In 
particular, M3's are not covered by the CEPT regulations and may not operate legally 
outside their licensing country, namely the UK. El's are, of course, free to work M3's 
operating from a UK QTH without restriction. A problem arises if M3's seek to work 
on the bands from outside the UK using a callsign such as EI/M3, F/M3 or DL/M3, 
etc. In those circumstances, and in those circumstances only, the M3's are operating 
illegally, and EI's are forbidden to work them. 


Some G stations, including a number visiting EI have reported a reluctance on the part 
of EI's to work them. It is unclear how widespread this reluctance might be but it 
would be regrettable if confusion over a new class of license damaged the traditional 
friendship that has existed between G's and EI's. Remember, the difficulty only applies 
to M3's and only when the M3 is operating outside his or her country of origin seeking 
to use CEPT privileges.
